| THE LIVE STOCK AND POULTRY 


Along with the 
aroused throughout the province by 
proposals to market farm products 
under the Natural Products Market- 
ing Act, there are heard some crit- 
icisms of the proposals themselves, 
and others of the work of the produce: 
er groups fostering these proposals. 

Most of these criticisms are the 
result of a lack of correct information, 
some of them arise through misinter- 
pretatcons of the proposals. There is 
an impression in some quarters thar 
governments are about to invade the 
field of faim products’ marketing; In 
others, that the chief purpose is the 
establishing of gigantic selling pools; 
and in still others that existing pack- 
ing house, distributing and retail or- 
ganizations are to be thrust aside 
and new structures, built at great ex- 
pense, are to take their places. All of 
these are in error. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
representative producers who have 
taken the initiative in formulating Al 
berta’s marketing plans under the
